1.  Read  the  following  sonnet  at  least  twice,  and  answer  the  questions  that  follow.  The  words  in 
the  poem  that  are  printed  in  boldface  are  words  whose  meaning  has  changed  over  time.  The 
modem  translation  for  each  word  is  given  in  the  margin. 

Sonnet  18 

by  William  Shakespeare 

Shall  I compare  thee  to  a summer’s  day? 

Thou  art  more  lovely  and  more  temperate. 

Rough  winds  do  shake  the  darling  buds  of  May, 

And  summer's  lease  hath  all  too  short  a date.  lifespan 

Sometime  too  hot  the  eye  of  heaven  shines, 

And  often  is  his  gold  complexion  dimm’d. 

And  every  fair  from  fair  sometime  declines, 

By  chance  or  nature’s  changing  course  untrimnTd.  stripped  of  ornaments 

But  thy  eternal  summer  shall  not  fade 

Nor  lose  possession  of  that  fair  thou  ow’st.  possesses 

Nor  shall  Death  brag  thou  wander' st  in  his  shade, 

When  in  eternal  lines  to  time  thou  grow’st.

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a.  Paraphrase  the  poem  into  your  own  words. 

Note  the  following  suggestions: 

• Do  not  translate  the  lines  word  for  word. 

• Include  all  the  main  ideas  in  your  paraphrase. 

• Use  a dictionary  to  look  up  any  unfamiliar  words. 
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b.  Explain  why  Shakespeare  would  contract  words  such  as  untrimm ’d,  ow  ’st,  and 
wander’ st,  rather  than  use  the  fuller  forms — untrimmed,  owest,  and  wanderest. 


c.  What  do  you  think  is  the  main  idea  of  the  poem?  Your  answer  should  consist  of  one  or 
two  complete  sentences.

• The  writer  has  edited  to  eliminate  errors  in  spelling,  grammar,  sentence  structure, 
capitalization,  and  punctuation.

Describe,  as 
specifically  as  you  can,  the  intended  audience  for  this  movie. 


6.  a.  When  does  the  climax  of  the  film  occur?  How  close  is  this  to  the  end  of  the  film? 


b.  How  does  the  film  end?  Is  it  happy,  tragic,  or  indeterminate?  How  satisfied  are  you  with 
the  ending  of  the  film?  If  you’re  dissatisfied,  how  would  you  have  resolved  the  action  in 
the  story? 
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7.  Most  films  do  more  than  tell  stories.  They  can  also  serve  to  say  something  significant.  What 
ideas  about  life  or  about  people  does  this  film  develop?  To  what  extent  do  you  agree  or 
disagree  with  the  views  presented  in  the  film? 


8.  What  did  you  enjoy  most  and  least  about  this  film?  Explain  in  detail.
